Though  not  since  stricken  down  one  week  ago  Monday  has  the  death  of 
Dr.  W.  H.  Darrow  been  unexpected  yet  his  demise  seems  sudden  and,  con- 
sidering his  age  and  excellent  physique,  early,  but  like  the  great 
majority  of  those  who  did  service  for  tneir  country  in  the  dark  days 
of  the  rebellion  he  returned  home  the  worse  fior  contract  with  the 
deadly  missives  of  the  country's  enemies  and  the  deprivations  of 
active  military  life  and  to  this  cause  what  should  otherwise  have 
been  a  long  life,  the  comparative  brevity  must  be  attributed.   Sunday, 
July  15,  189^*  as  tne  hour  of  the  day  so  similarly  indicated  the  period 

of  natural  life  of  our  subject--noon,  the  messenger  from  the  Great 
Unknown  called  and  beckoned  him  from  beyond  the  pale  of  things  earfiihjy 
— the  last  reveille  was  sounded  and  the  warrior  answered  "here". 

Dr.  William  H.  Darrow  was  born  in  Summit  county,  Ohio,  August  17,  I838. 
He  came  west  with  the  family  of  his  father,  George  Darrow,  and  settled 
in  Columbus  City  when  a  small  boy.   At  the  age  of  thirteen  years  he 
accepted  a  position  as  errand  boy  in  the  drug  store  of  Drs.  Clark  & 
Colton,  one  of  the  early  firms  of  the  county,  where  he  remained  as 
clerk  and  pursued  his  medical  studies  until  he  entered  the  medical 
college  at  Keokuk  where  he  graduated  Feb.  l6 ,  1858.

OBITUARY 

It  becomes  our  painful  duty  to  chronicle  the  death  of  Mr.  Edwin 
Darrow  which  occurred  yesterday  morning  about  8  o'clock,  after  a 
four  day's  illness.   His  death  was  so  sudden  and  unexpected  that 
the  whole  community  was  shocked  by  the  tidings.   He  had  been  in 
very  poor  health  for  years;  but  he  was  on  our  streets  last  Sat- 
urday and  was  seemingly  in  usual  health.   Paralysis  of  tho  brain 
seemed  to  be  the  immediate  cause  of  his  death;  the  last  two  days 
were  spent  in  a  wholly  unconscious  state. 

Edwin  Darrow  was  born  in  Summit  County,  Ohio,  July  28th  1829, 
and  died  in  Kirksville,  Ho.,  Oct.  26th  1887,  being  57  years, 
2  months  and  28  days  old. 

His  early  life  was  spent  upon  the  farm.   On  Nov.  3,  1852  he 
was  married  to  Orilla  Seavey  who  survives  him.   Five  children 
were  born  to  them.   One  son  died.   Two,  Charles  E.  and  Fred 
are  honorable  promising  young  business  men  in  this  city.   There 
are  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Mary  Hamilton  and  Mes.  Ellen  Foster. 

Mr.  Darrow  spent  the  first  year  of  his  married  life  in  Iowa, 
but  in  February  1854-  ne  came  to  Kirksville  where  he  has  resided 
32  years. 

He  lias  filled  the  honorable  positions  of  collector,  county  surveyor, 
and  sheriff  of  Adair  Co.,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Savings  Bank.   He 
spent  nearly  three  years  in  the  army  in  defense  of  his  country, 
and  was  both  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  and  the  Loyal  Legion. 

He  was  a  public  spirited  man,  and  a  liberal  man.   His  pocket 
book  was  open  to  public  charities  and  to  church  enterprise. 
His  life  and  influence  will  be  treatly  missed  because  they 
have  been  widely  felt. 

A  remarkable  circumstance  is  found  in  the  fact  that  his  father 
and  mother  are  both  living;  the  former  in  his  8lst  year  and  the 
latter  in  the  80th  year  of  her  age.   He  also  leaves  a  brother, 
Mr.  Seth  Darrow,  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Marion  Griffin. 

Memmorial  services  will  be  held  at  the  residence  to-morrow 
(Saturday)  at  11  o'clock.

He  was  wounded  at  Champion  Hills  May  l6,  1863,  and  the  follow- 
in.  day  he  was  thrown  from  his  horse  by  force  of  a  cannon  ball 
which  caused  concussion  and  finally  resulted  In  his  death. 

After  war  closed  he  located  and  practiced  his  profession  at 
Cairo  this  county  until  the  year  1872  when  he  commenced  business 
in  Columbus  Junction.   This  would  make  him  the  oldest  business 
man  in  Columbus  Junction  at  the  time  of  his  death.   He  formed  a 
partnership  with  <->.  A.  Salmon  in  the  drug  business,  December, 
1875,  under  the  firm  name  of  Salmon  &  Darrow.   This  partnership 
continued  until  January,  1887*  w;ien  he  became  sole  proprietor 
of  the  store.   He  disposed  of  his  entire  stock  of  goods  two 
years  later.   On  Nov.  3 ,    l8°/2 ,  the  firm  of  Salmon  &  Darrow 
again  began  business  which  continued  until  the  following  year 
and  then  was  disolved  on  account  of  the  ill  health  of  our  sub- 
ject, he  'retiring. 

His  first  marriage  was  with  a  Miss  Clark,  daughter  of  Dr.  Claris, 
his  early  employer.   The  fruits  of  this  union  were  two  children, 
William  and  Hattie.   The  former  met  accidental  death  while  a 
boy,  the  latter  became  Mrs.  Kenyojj  and  died  about  three  years 
ago  leaving  a  little  son  now  about  aged  five. 

His  second  marriage  was  with  Miss  Emily  Frances  Weaver  of 
Marshal  township,  Nov.  20,  1872.   She,  with  their  only  child, 
John  Donald,  now  l6  years  of  age  survives. 

Such,  in  brief,  is  his  life  record  and  yet  no  allusion  is  made 
to  his  qualities  as  a  citizen  and  soldier.   Few  people  knew 
Dr.  Darrow  at  his  true  worth.   His  deeds  of  charity  were  many 
and  as  carefully  guarded  from  the  public  as  the  fondest  secret 
of  a  maiden.   He  avoided  "dress  parade"  in  his  deeds  of  benevol- 
ence and  his  intimate  friends  were  not  licensed  by  his  oermission 
to  treat  them  otherwise.   He  did  his  charity  without  notice  and 
always  where  his  usual  correct  judgment  told  him  it  was  needed. 
Some  of  fiese  are  known  to  a  few;  many  of  them  are  unknown  to 
anyone  beside  the  donor  or  the  recipient.   It  was  in  the  great 
civil  war  th  it  his  peculiar  fitness  for  the  place  he  so  fortunately 

drifted  into  was  demonstrated .   His  promotion  has  been  traced 
but  the  details  the  the  work  that  earned  him  this  promotion  has 
not.   His  wonderful  expediency  as  a  surgeon  on  the  battlefield 
following  the  terrible  onslaughts  before  which  the  brave  men  so 
often  went  down  maimed  forever  did  not  a  little  toward  shortening 
their  sufferinf  if  not  indeed  saving  their  lives.   his  record  of 
amputations  performed  is  almost  beyond  belief,  reaching  well  into 
the  thousands.

I  don't  know  whether  you  can  read  it  or  not  I  had  to  be  in  such 
a  hury  and  a  bad  pen  too.

Since  I  left  home  I  have  some  of  the 
time  been  very  unwell  with  a  bad  cold  and  a  hard  cough  and  there 
was  something  the  matter  with  my  head  I  dont  know  hardly  what  it 
was  it  was  all  in  the  right  side  of  my  head  but  I  have  got  about 
well  of  it  now  it  was  something  like  the  neuralgia  it  lasted  me 
3  weeks   I  have  a  cold  yet  and  it  is  a  good  place  for  bad  colds 
for  the  weather  changes  every  day   yesterday  was  very  warm  and  at 
night  it  rained  and  turned  cool  and  today  has  been  warm  but  tonight 
is  coold  and  those  that  was  here  last  summer  says  that  they  have  to 
sleep  under  1  or  2  blankets  in  the  hotest  of  weather  nights  for  the 
nights  are  so  cool  and  you  may  tell  by  that,  that  it  is  not  a  healthy 
country   the  natives  here  look  like  the  folks  that  have  always  lived 
in  the  Chariton  hills  up  there  and  I  was  in  hopes  that  we  would  not
